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HAND SORTING ASBESTOS ORE 


(This is the second part of the article by W. E. Sinciair, 
M.I.M.M. (Consuiting Mining Engineer). The first part 
appeared in our July 1956 number). 


Hand Sorting in Mills 


Since sorting or hand-picking is essentially a menual 
form of ore dressing, it strictly belongs to the function of 
treating or processing ore in a mill. Selection of crude 
long fibre for special treatment to retain the natural prop- 
erties of the asbestos can best be done by hand. Otherwise, 
as already shown, hand sorting is simply the process of 
keeping separate the different classes of the ore to avoid 
the more intimate mixing and unnecessary treatment in 
milling operations. 

Apart from the elimination of waste, or the picking 
out of the asbestos bearing rock, sorting provides an op- 
portunity for the removal of any foreign matter in the ore, 
and more particularly wood chips, a vitally important 
operation that cannot be done by machine. 

All the advantages resulting from sorting, as already 
indicated, are directly and indirectly of untold benefit to 
milling, as witness, that even with the most up-to-date me- 
chanically operated plant for separation and classification, 
manual practice continues to find a place of economic im- 
portance. In fact, it is off such proved worth that it may 
even simplify flowsheets, notwithstanding the need for 
capital outlay to provide certain essential equipment for 
efficient application. 

In asbestos milling, more than any other treatment 
plant, the elimination of waste from the mill feed is un- 
doubtedly a function of vital importance in achieving a 
cleaner and better quality of fibre. The excessive grinding 
of waste rock into the fibre. in the usual and unavoidable 
comminution of the ore, is obviated because of the reduced 
amount of crushing and, as a natural consequence there is 
less wear and tear on machines, and therefore generally 
lower milling costs. 

As a result of the reduced tonnage by the elimination 
of a proportion of waste, advantage is often taken by some

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mines of the increased milling capacity for a given plant 
design. Alternatively, more time is available for overhaul- 
ing plant and certainly there is a decided increase in 
efficiency and quality of the fibre product. 


The practical aspect of sorting in mills varies aceord- 
ing to tonnage being handled, and therefore the size and 
design of the plant. Whether the run of mine ore is wet or 
dry and perhaps, dirty, and whether the bulk consists of 
large pieces or mostly fines, all influence sorting proce- 
dure. 

In some mines it is not unusual if conditions are fav- 
orable, to adapt a sorting layout at a convenient point of 
delivery of mine ore to the mill bin. An ideal arrangement 
of this layout is as follows: the oversize ore passes down 
the grizzly and is sorted on the platform, where extra large 
pieces are broken up by spalling hammer and the waste 
thrown directly into dump ears, while the fibre bearing 
rock is shovelled into pockets leading into the bin with the 
fines. If the ore arrives from the mine in a dirty condition, 
a spray of water is played on the grizzly. For small mines 
this arrangement proves an inexpensive and quite effective 
scheme for the removal of waste and foreign matter from 
the ore. In larger propositions it is sometimes accepted as 
a preliminary to more intensive sorting following primary 
crushing in the mill itself. 

Where this is done, and it is almost an; integral part 
of most mills, there is a wide choice of lay-outs; indeed, 
there are probably not two cases alike. Arrangements de- 
pend to a great extent on the variety of asbestos being 
treated and the general plant design and methods employ- 
ed, particularly when long fibre (crude) is specially se- 
lected and diverted for special treatment or handecobbing. 

As a general rule, sorting belts are located after the 
product from the primary crushers has been separated by 
screening, into fines and oversize (3 to 5 inch pieces). 
The fines pass on directly to the secondary crushing stage 
to which the oversize is delivered after the waste has been 
removed. 

The establishment of a suitable sorting layout is es- 
sential to obtain maximum efficiency. This includes ade-

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quate lighting in a well ventilated section of the mill, 
which is absolutely free from dust. The speed of picking 
belts must be adjusted according to the quantity of ore be- 
ing carried and the numbers of sorters employed. A nor- 
mal speed of 60 feet per minute is considered a good work- 
able average, suitable pockets should be conveniently 
placed at intervals alongside the sorters on each side of 
the belt. This allows of waste disposal by either hand with- 
out the operators taking their eyes off the belt. 

Apart from the vagaries of the human factor in this 
work, the economic success of hand sorting depends on the 
effectiveness of the layout, so that it is possible to remove 
the maximum tonnage of waste. Finally to ensure maxi- 
mum efficiency, everything possible should be done to as- 
sist the sorters to be able to clearly see and handle the 
material without hesitation and loss of time. 


Effective sorting should raise the value of the ore up 
to 30 per cent. The importance that this simple hand elass- 
ification achieves in milling practice must be detérmined 
on the basis of the economies achieved by the treatment: of 
a reduced tonnage and improved fibre products. It not 
only justifies the direct and indirect costs of the operation, 
but it assures all the benefits already envisaged.

D. E. Stevenson, 27, opened a valve to prevent 
the tank car from blowing up. He then hopped onto an ad- 
jacent car and shut off a fuel line to a truck. Firemen then 
uncoupled 10 other cars and pulled them away. 


CORRUGATED SHEETS MAKE 
GOOD FENCING 


An unusually durable and attractive fence for a farm- 
house yard can be made at little cost by utilizing corru- 
gated asbestos-cement sheets, according to the Asbestos 
Farm Service Bureau. 

The sheets can be fastened to 2x4’s at the top and bot- 
tom, and the 2x4’s bolted to posts. Exceptionally strong 
because the corrugations lend added sturdiness to the rock- 
like material, the sheets are impervious to the weather. 
They last indefinitely without ever requiring painting to 
preserve them. 

Another farm use to which they are well adapted is 
for building retaining walls to protect sloping lawns 
against washouts. For this purpose the sheets are cut into 
panels which are bolted together and attached securely to 
galvanized pipe embedded about 16 inches in the earth. 
The panels will never rust or rot due to contact with the 
ground. Rust-resistant bolts should be employed in joining 
them and in attaching them to the pipe.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 

The end of the steel strike, sooner than was expected 
by many observers, has increased the feeling that an up- 
turn in general business will occur late this year or early 
in 1957. Many steel plant executives are now predicting 
their mills will operate at 100% of capacity for the re- 
mainder of 1956. The larger users of steel have not been 
too badly hurt due partly to their large pre-strike inven- 
tories and partly to reduced production schedules in many 
automobile and appliance plants. However, there is bound 
to be a ‘‘delayed reaction’’ effect which, no doubt, will 
result in dislocations of varying length and severity in 
many businesses which are dependent on steel. 

The fact that the new steel contract will be of three 
years duration should certainly contribute a feeling of 
stability to steel producers and metal working industries. 
The yearly wage increases specified will probably set a 
pattern which will affect all industrial labor costs over the 
three year period and this points to a gradually rising 
price level for industrial products for some time to come. 

Capital goods production continues at a high rate and 
will continue for some time to be the strongest spot in the 
economy. 

The cost of living index has just reached a new high 
confirming the continuation of the slow but steady infla- 
tionary trend, which will probably be accentuated by a new 
round of wage increases. 

ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 





The demand for asbestos fibre during the first six 
months of 1956 is running slightly ahead of the same per- 
iod last year. 

Some improvement has been shown in the demand for 
Asbestos Cement products, Paper and Flooring. The de- 
mand for the automotive industry is still below normal. 

All grades of fibre are in ample supply, with the pos- 
sible exception of Crudes. 

Indications are that the demand for the balance of 
the year should continue at a slightly higher rate than the

Asbestos Textiles. The past few weeks have failed to 
develop the additional volume of business anticipated 
thirty days ago. However there has been some additional 
business placed by the Navy for asbestos cloth which has 
helped the industry production problem temporarily. 


Asbestos Brake Lining. Replacement market sales 
are still running ahead of 1955. The equipment business is 
off due to restricted vehicle production. Improvement is 
expected in the equipment market sales in the Fall as new 
models will then be introduced. 


Asbestos Paper. While shipments last month were 
higher than any preceding month this year, capacity is in 
excess of customer demand. Little change is expected for 
the balance of the year. The present volume for Millboard 
is less than last year and competition is extremely keen for 
the available business. The Saturated Paper market is sta- 
tionary at this time while production is only slightly ahead 
of demand. 


Insulation. High Pressure. The demand for this 
material seems to have increased slightly; however, order 
bookings are much below expectancy for this time of year. 
Competition remains keen for both F.O.B. sales and con- 
tract work. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. Demand continues at a 
high level for this material, with competition showing no 
sign of lessening. 


Asbestos Cement Products. This market is exception- 
ally slow for this season of the year. 


Order placements for roofing and siding during July 
indicated normal rate in most areas with slight increase 
in the South. 


Although a rather heavy seasonal demand for all types 
of pipe is being experienced, order bookings are not com- 
parable to the situation which existed this time a year ago. 


The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Contract awards for future construction during June 
in the 37 eastern states totaled $2,197,815,000, three per- 
cent below the June 1955 awards, F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, construction news and marketing specialists, reported. 

However, despite the June decrease, the cumulative 
total of awards for the first six months of 1956 of 
$13,198,959,000 established an all time record for such a 
period according to Dodge Reports. 

Individual awards for June show that the heavy en- 
gineering category with awards of $577,325,000 was the 
highest for any June in Dodge history and 25 percent great 
er than June 1955. In the other major construction eate- 
gories, non-residential building at $794,272,000 was six 
percent lower than a year ago, and residential building at 
$826,218,000 was 13 percent below the same period of 1955. 

All major categories set new all-time records for the 
first six months cumulative totals. Individually they show: 
non-residential at $4,607,682,000, up 11 percent; residen- 
tial at $5,698,688,000, up five percent: and heavy engi- 
neering at $2,892,609,000, up 21 percent. 

Dr. George Cline Smith, vice-president and economist 
of F. W. Dodge Corporation, commenting in the Dodge 
Reports figures and the current situation said: 

‘‘The drop in June contract awards below June of 
last year is the first such year-to-year decline in nine 
months. Perhaps more significant is the fact that for the 
first time in 30 months both residential and non-residen- 
tial building categories were below the preceding year.

ANNUAL REPORT 


The 1955 report from the Inspector of Cyprus Mines has 
been received and we quote that part concerning the asbestos 
mines. 


The Amiandos asbestos mine, situated at an altitude of 
4,500 feet on the Troodos mountains, operated throughout the 
dry season although resumption of full scale operations was 
delayed due to showery weather during the first half of April. 
Later in the season operations were affected by political strikes 
and the imposition of a curfew on the village resulting in the 
loss of approximately one full week’s production. More machin- 
ery was introduced and only two faces were worked by hand 
labor, while the maximum number of laborers employed at the 
peak of the operating season was 2,109 compared with 2,295 
in 1954. 


1,504,544 tons of rock were excavated of which 209,941 tons 
were treated for a production of 9,008 tons of long grade and 
6,298 tons of short grade fibres compared with 392,525 tons pro- 
ducing 9,200 tons of long and 6,109 tons of short grade fibres 
in 1954. Exports of fibres amounted to 12,844 tons valued at 
£694,367 compared with 18,163 tons valued at £868,668 in 1955. 


The factory utilized 296 tons of asbestos in the production 
of asbestos-cement goods compared with 176 tons in 1954. The 
main items manufactured included 80,363 corrugated and 13,064 
flat sheets, 26,097 pieces of roof ridges and 32,588 items of other 
products such as catchment launders and drainpipes. There 
were no exports of asbestos-cement products but local demand 
is good and sales realized £80,620 compared with £52,139 in 1954.

Net earnings for the first six months of 1956 were $4,825,770, 
or $3.92 per common share against $3,029,507 and $2.38 for the 
comparable period in 1955.
